I think we might have lost one 
of our walkies over there and they may have it or may 
have to re-code all the radio traffic or they're going 
to listen to everything we say, so -- well, because the 
team might have lost one there. So many men were shot 
they dropped -- are they -- well, just check for us -- 
he ain't answering.

UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE SPEAKER: Steve Snyder, 

S-N-Y-D-E-R (indiscernible) . 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Yeah, okay, so and tell Krone 
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he needs to make arrangements with the communicaitions 
people, you know, Scheidler, to reprogram all our 
radios . 

(Telephone ringing) 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Could you clean all this 

stuff off this desk that's not ours and stack it in the 
corner or something? (Telephone ringing) 

UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE SPEAKER: (Indiscernible) 

car Beverly Road. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: He ain't picking up. 

UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE SPEAKER: We need to find 

out, there's a car going down Beverly Road. We need to 
find out, there's a car going down Beverly Road. 

MR. KORESH: 1 wish you knew what I've been 

through. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: David, listen now, I -- 

you've explained them to me and -- 

MR. KORESH: No, no, I haven't. I've not 

even scratched the surface. Just like I told, just 
like I told Jerry, Jerry Gonzalez -- 

MR . KAVANAUGH : Yeah . 

MR. KORESH: — Robert Gonzalez 

MR . KAVANAUGH ; Yeah . 

MR. KORESH: -- I really liked that guy too. 

I've always loved law enforcement because you all guys 
risk your lives every day, you know. 
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MR. KAVANAUGH: Yeah, I understand. 

MR. KORESH: And -- 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Let me -- 

MR. KORESH: -- I'm so, I'm so sorry that -- 

MR. KAVANAUGH: David, listen, we, we know 

that. Listen, let me ask you something. 

MR. KORESH: Yeah. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Your, your other wounded men, 

can you tell me anything about their condition? I, I'm 
just concerned for --

MR. KAVANAUGH: Yeah. Anything else hurting? 

MR. KORESH: Just my feelings. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Your feelings, hey listen, 

don't worry about that. We're, we're trying to, you 
know, get this solved, and -- are you feeling sick or 
dizzy or anything? 
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MR. KORESH: That's the way I've been ever 

since I've been talking to you, but, you know, feel. 
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you know, anyway 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Yeah. 

MR. KORESH: But like, you know, like I say, 

let's, let's get some preachers and teachers and stuff 
and get -- give me a call and, and tell them to show me 
the truth, you know? 

MR. KAVANAUGH: You know, I, I don't think 

there's two guys in the world other than you and me 
that can solve this and -- 

MR. KORESH: I know, see, there you're, 

you're doing your job. Come on, you know, you're 
playing -- 

MR. KAVANAUGH: No, I'm, I'm being truthful 

with you, David, I, I want it -- 

MR. KORESH: Oh, come on. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: -- I want it to stop and I 

know you do too, come on. 

MR. KORESH: You know there's no way to stop 

this until, like I told you, just give me the coverage. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Well, I -- 

MR. KORESH: If you let those, if you let 

those men, the so-called [cut off and on] let them talk 
to me, you know what I mean? And let them show me the 
seals where they're at in the Bible. 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Well, you one thing, David, 

If, if you would let us help you, you know, your 
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message would continue, your word would go out. 

MR. KORESH: Look, look, I didn't hurt any 

[cut off and on] 

MR. KAVANAUGH: I, I understand that. 

MR. KORESH: (indiscernible) some of the 

people that are following shot people, all right? 

MR . KAVANAUGH : Let me ask you — 

MR. KORESH: Now, I'm responsible for that, 

okay? In 1988 when the Sheriff's Department wouldn't

don't either [cut of and on]. 

MR. KORESH: Yeah said something about mean 

men, I told them, I said they aren't really mean men, 
they're just, they're just doing what they -- 

MR. KAVANAUGH; Yeah. 

MR. KORESH: -- because no one like's daddy's 

message . 

MR. KAVANAUGH: Dave, do you got somebody 

there taking care of you? 

MR. KORESH: Yeah, they're -- you know, 

they're, they're -- like I said, we got some nurses and 
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they've tourniquet me and they, they want to give me 
some alcohol and I said no, I, I don't want -- 

MR. KAVANAUGH: No, don't drink alcohol. No, 

that's not good.
